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1. The CDU and the LDP sre not interested in organising their own youth organizations. 
To the best of sourca's knowledge, neither in Berlin, nor in the Russian Occupied 
Zone, have those parities applisd for permigsion to have their own youth groups. 

The policy of both parties has heen, and is to be, represented by forceful party 
members in the different youth organizations. The CDU is, for instance, represented 
in the Buropa-Jugend by Keul, Kolandzik, and Heinz Friedl; in the BDJ by Heinz Beer; 
in the DJV by Harald Meller; in the FDJ by Rita VWrusch. 


2. If any desire for separate youth orgenizations should have heen voiced, it was 
undoubtedly made to counteract a SED request for the admission of the SAJ. 
However, even if the SAJ should be admitted, the CDU at least would not insist 
on haying its orn organization but would rather operate through the FDGB youth 
organization.
